Attention is iignin druwii to the al- 


most murvalona rapidity with which the 
national dobt la boiug liquidated, by 
the fact that $10,000,000 of Government 
boads will bo redeamod this mouth. In 
1791, or nine yenrs aftertha close of the 
Kevolutiouary War, the public dobt was 
$75,403,476; iu 1815, just after the 
second war with Great "Britain, it was 
$99,833,660—considered an enormous 
sum at that time; in 1843, at the oonolu 
siou of peace with Mexico, it was $47, 
044,862; in 1865, at the end of the Civil 
War, it was $2,680,647,869—a total in- 
creased the following year to the sum 
of $2,773,236,173, which indicates the 
high-water mark in the. national in- 
debtedness. 
At the present time the 


total is, as nearly as may be stated, 
908,313,994, of which $445,399,170 doe* 
not bear interest. Here is a decrease in 
sixteen years of about $864,923,170, or 
more than 30 per cent, ol the total — 
certainly

407,000, and Great Britain about $3,- 
870,221,000. 


The enormous increase in the 


tional wealth since the war accounts for 
the marked reduction in the public iu 
debtedness. 
Mr. Mulhall, the well- 


known statistical! of the Royal Societ; 
of London, places the wealth of thu 
country at about $49,770,000,000, o: 
more than nine billions in excess of t'a< 
wealth of Great Britain.

worthy in this connection, 
Leslie's Illustrated 
newspaper, that 


during the last five years, our exports 
have exceeded our imports by a thons 
and millions, and that the immigration 
during that time has equaled the popu 
lation of , the third State in the Union 
namely, Ohio, with her 3,198,000 souls 
It is also significant that, whereas En, 
lish investors at one time, not so ruanj 
years ago, refused to pay more than 
thirty-five cents on a dollar for on 
bonds, paying six per cent., they no\ 
very readily bid 122% foi those 
only four per cent, and even take tuos 
paying but three and one-half per cent 
at 105%. 
Times have indeed changed 


As late as 1869, the bonds of the Uuite 
States were quoted at lower prices in 
the London market than those of Has 
sia, Egypt, Chili, Brazil, or even th 
Argentine Republic; though, in the fol 
lowing year, there was a rise of thirtee: 
per cent, in our securities. Some lead 
ing English journals, in 1870, though 
it necessary to remind this country tha 
to attempt to liquidate any portion o 
the national debt in greenbacks, lustea 
of gold, would destroy American credi 
not only in Great Britain, but every 
where else. No such reminders ai 
now considered necessary; it may bi 
doubted if they were not at the tim 
wholly superfluous.

ERNST'S SUIT FOB LIBEL. 


H*> Claims 93O,OOO I>nmac«N from 


the 'vEvenlng Post." 


A. L. Rockwell, as attorney for 


George Ernst of Nevada, filed a com- 
plaint yesterday, says the San Francisco 
Chronicle of Tuesday, against the Post 
Publishing Company, in'which Judge 
Evans is asked to award the plaintiff 
$30,000 damages For datamation of char- 
acter. The plaintiff represented Nye 
county in the tenth session of the Ne- 
vada Legislature, at which was intro- 
duced a certain bill called the "School- 
ing bill," which provided for the se- 
lection, gracliug, and segregation from 
the public domain of certain land donat- 
ed by Congress to the State of Nevada 
for school purpose* and providing, also, 
penalties for trespassing on them after 
selection and segregation. The bill 
was passed, the plaintiff voting against 
it In November, 1882, however, Ernst 
was a candidate for Surveyor-General 
on the Democratic tickat at a general 
election in Nevada, and on the 31st of 
October, 1882, the Post published an 
article headed "How Nevada's School 
Fund Lost (11,000,000," which article 
charged (hat ho sacrificed public inter- 
eats for personal considerations and vio- 
lated his oath in voting against the 
"Schooling bill," because, being inter- 
ested in a lumber venture and having 
trespassed upon certain lands, he sought 
its defeat, as its passage would put an 
end to his depredations. The plaintiff 
asks for $30,000 dammages for his po- 
litical defeat ana his malicious exposure 
to public contempt and obloquy.
